SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  District  is  residential  and  agricultural,  a considerable 
portion  being  laid  out  in  estates  (some  of  which  are  being  split 
up)  and  residential  properties. 

Farming,  small-holdings,  poultry  farming  and  extensive 
fruit-growing,  together  with  the  various  occupations  incidental 
to  agriculture,  constitute  the  principal  means  of  livelihood  of 
the  population. 

There  are  a few  brickyards  in  the  parishes  of  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  Swanmore,  Durley,  Soberton  and  Denmead  where  the 
suitable  clay  predominates. 

SPECIAL  ITEMS  OF  NOTE. 

As  this  is  a reception  area  the  population  has  been  con- 
siderably increased  by  evacuees  and  by  H.M.  Services  personnel. 

There  is  an  increase  over  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
of  19,890  resident  population  for  the  year  1940. 

The  general'  health  of  the  District  continues  to  be  good 
in  spite  of  war  conditions,  and  there  has  been  little  evidence  of 
increase  of  illnesses  due  to  general  causes  or  infectious  diseases. 
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The  water  supply  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  outside 
water  undertakings  provide  the  bulk  of  water  to  the  District, 
and  this  has  always  been  wholesome  and  pure. 

In  the  parishes  outside  the  scope  of  these  undertakings 
water  is  obtained  chiefly  from  wells.  In  a number  of  instances 
these  have  been  found  unsatisfactory,  and  the  Council  were  con- 
sidering a scheme  for  a piped  supply  for  the  Parishes  of  Droxford 
and  Soberton,  but  this  matter  has  been  temporarily  postponed. 

Sewage  disposal  and  scavenging  have  not  been  satisfactory. 
Most  of  the  District  relies  on  cesspools,  which  are  emptied  out 
over  farm  lands.  In  the  parts  of  the  District  where  cleansing  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council,  it  has  become  impossible  to  deal 
properly  with  cesspools  for  many  reasons,  the  chief  of  which  arc, 
firstly,  the  increased  number  of  people  now  living  in  houses  for 
which  the  existing  cesspools  have  become  inadequate  ; secondly, 
the  fact  that  evacuees  have  usually  been  accustomed  to  unlimited 
supplies  of  water  and  sewerage  facilities,  and,  in  spite  of  advice 
to  the  contrary,  continue  to  use  water  lavishly  ; thirdly,  the 
shortage  of  labour  ; and,  fourthly,  the  shortage  of  vehicles  and 
inability  to  procure  new  machines. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  increased 
considerably  through  war  conditions,  which  has  resulted  in  an 
unavoidable  drop  in  routine  inspections.

Section  C—  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

The  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham,  Curdridge,  Curbridge 
and  j^arts  of  Upham  and  Durley  ; Denmead  and  Hamble- 
don ; Shedfield,  Swanmore,  Wickham  and  part  of 
Boarhunt  are  supplied  by  the  Southampton  County 
Borough,  Portsmouth  Water  Company  and  Gosport 
Water  Works  Company  respectively.  The  District 
Council  has  installed  a scheme  for  a supply  of  water  to 
Westmeon. 
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Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Laboratories  for  examination  ; one  was 
found  to  be  polluted. 

The  remaining  parts  of  the  District  not  within  the  statutory 
areas  of  the  above  water  companies  are  supplied  by 
wells,  river  water  and  underground  rain  water  tanks. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  is  no  main  drainage  in  the  area,  the  general  method 
of  the  disposal  of  sewage  being  the  emptying  of  cesspools, 
which  is  a matter  for  private  arrangement,  excepting  in 
the  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham,  Shedfield  and  Wick- 
ham. where  the  Council  carry  out  the  work  of  emptying 
cesspools  and  E.C.  pails  and  the  collection  of  house 
refuse.  Owing  to  the  increase  of  population  extra  strain 
has  been  thrown  on  the  facilities  for  sewage  disposal, 
with  many  complaints  of  nuisance  resulting  therefrom, 
the  Council’s  appliances  being  inadequate  to  cope  with 
the  increased  work.  As  stated  previously,  the  cesspools 
have  to  cater  for  more  than  normal  households,  and 
more  than  they  are  designed  for.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  302  Cowkeepers,  etc., 
registered.  Most  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  district 
is  sold  wholesale.  About  10  per  cent,  retail  within  the 
district. 

There  are  about  3,700  milch  cows  in  the  district,  and  163 
visits  were  made  to  Cowsheds  and  Dairies.

One  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  were  made  to  Slaughter- 
houses and  Knackers’  Yards  and  Food  Stores  during  the 
year,  and  the  following  meat  was  condemned  : —

bacon,  12-lbs.  of  Yorkshire  roll,  44-lbs.  of  butter, 
and  sundry  offals.

Section  F.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  18  of  which 
were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital.  The  remaining  case  was  isolated 
at  home,  and  the  premises  disinfected  afterwards. — No  deaths. 

There  were  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  three  of  which 
were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital.  The  remaining  case  was  isolated 
at  home  and  the  premises  disinfected  afterwards.  The  contacts 
were  swabbed. — No  deaths. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  for 
children  in  this  area.  The  inoculation  consists  of  two  injections 
of  A.P.T.  vaccine.  The  injections  are  given  by  private  practi- 
tioners to  whom  the  material  is  supplied  from  my  office.  All 
fees  are  paid  by  the  District  Council. 

Three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified,  which  were  treated 
in  Hospital. 

Three  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 

Malaria. — No  case. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified. — No 
deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  other  Puerperal  Diseases. 

Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  are  used  when  necessary. 
The  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Winchester, 
who  carry  out  the  examinations,  free  of  cost,  outfits  being  supplied 
free.  The  report  is  sent  direct  to  the  medical  practitioner  sending 
the  specimens  (and  if  positive,  at  the  same  time  a copy  of  the 
report  is  sent  to  me)  and  a similar  outfit  is  returned  with  the 
report. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District. 

The  District  Council  have  made  atrangements  with  the  Alton 
Council  and  Fareham  Urban  District  Council  to  take  cases  into 
their  Isolation  Hospitals. 

44  children  were  immunized  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools  notify  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  myself  of  any  cases  of  infectious  disease  coming  to 
their  notice.  Children  who  are  contacts  are  excluded  from  school. 
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There  are  no  facilities  available  in  the  District  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings.  Such 
persons  are  supplied  with  printed  instructions  relating  to  methods 
for  cleansing  and  disinfection.  If  such  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Poor  Law  Institution  they  are  dealt  with  there. 

There  were  28  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year,  the  cases 
going  to  the  several  Hospitals  supplying  the  needs  of  the  District.
